"Covering for Flower Pots" 

Priority of a patent application in the Federal Republic of Germany, 
filed on September 16, 1964. 

The invention concerns a covering for flower pots, comprising a flared tube made of a transparent material, 
whose narrower end is suited to fit a flower pot. 

Known coverings for the sale and shipping of cue flowers and pots of flowers comprise a tube open at both 
ends, made of a transparent, impermeable sheet, which becomes wider from one end toward the other. 
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The sheet is made of polypropylene or the like. The tube is formed starting from trapezoidal cuttings joined 
by fusing. A plurality of coverings of the same size are delivered slipped inside each other. For quick 
wrapping of cut flowers and flower pots, a support in which the coverings slipped inside each other are 
placed in the form of a cone. To wrap a flower pot, the flower pot is placed on a shelf of the support, the 
covering, inside which the flower pot is covered, is pulled upward, and the top end of the covering is closed, 
or even left open. 

It is undesirable that a flower pot have blemishes which are unchangeable or difficult to remove, debris or 
Other defects, which usually must be hidden by a sleeve of crinkled paper. The use of these sleeves is very 
bothersome. 

Also used are flower pot covers made of plastic or similar material which arc. however, relatively expensive 
and which arc independent of the wrapping. Moreover, it is necessary to specifically place the flowerpot in 
the flower pot cover. 

The invention implements a sleeve which may be applied as a unit with the covering. The invention consists 
in that in the region of the narrow end of the Lube, a likewise flared sleeve corresponding to the height of the 
flower pot to be wrapped and which tends to open in a circle at least on its widest edge, is added, to cover 
the flowerpot 

The sleeve, located inside the covering, is. at the time of the wrapping of the flowerpot, slipped from the 
bottom to the top onto the flower pot, simultaneously with the covering, i.e., in one and the same single 
operation which consists in pulling upward on the covering alone. 

The sleeves may be made from a thin sheet to which a circular border reinforcement is applied which tends 
to open, or which itself has adequate rigidity.

For the use of these sleeves, h is possible to retain the form of delivery of the coverings slipped inside each 
other, such that viewed from the outside toward the inside, a sleeve follows each covering. To wrap a 
flower pot by raising the covering, the sleeve cannot fall from its bottom portion, or even escape from the 
covering open at the bottom. 

The sleeves may be decorated, in particular on their upper edge. 

In an advantageous embodiment, the sleeve closed at its edge is made up of a relatively thin sheet which, 
due 10 its inherent rigidity, tends 10 assume the shape of a truncated cone. Hard polyvinyl chloride and thin, 
preferably impermeable cardboard, are among materials which are suitable for this purpose. 

The sleeve is easy 10 manufacture if it is made of a curved strip with sufficient rigidity, whose two ends arc 
joined to each other, In particular by fusing. 

The sleeve may, by its decoration or coloration or by both, keep the exterior surface of the flower pot from 
view, at least partially, so as not to permit seeing an ugly view of the surface of the pot. 

One embodiment of the invention is depicted in the accompanying drawing, the single figure of which 
depicts a flower pot wrapped in a covering with a sleeve. 

There is a plant 2 in the pot 1. The pot 1 is surrounded up to above its upper edge by a sleeve 3 produced 
from a curved strip of hard polyvinyl, of impermeable cardboard, or the like, the ends of which have been 
joined by a fused weld 4. At the top end of the sleeve, a decoration 5 has been placed, which may extend 
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over the enure surface of the sleeve. 

In order for the pot 1 to be hidden from view by the sleeve 2, this sleeve may be made opaque by means of 
appropriate coloration or even by means of decorations at least partially doing away with its transparency. 

The bottom end of the sleeve 3 coincides approximately with the bottom edge of the pot. Because of its 
inherent rigidity, the sleeve lends to assume a truncated cone shape, which is selected such chat the pot may 
be slipped imo the sleeve without its upper edge, the wider edge, bumping into the pot. 

The sleeve 3 and the plant 2 are surrounded by a covering 6, comprising a tube open at both its ends, made 
of a transparent, impermeable sheet, and which becomes wider from its bottom end toward its upper end. 
The covering is produced starting from trapezoidal cutting whose edges 7 are joined by point fusing. The 
covering 6 may be closed at its cop by staples or the like. The material of which it is made is impermeable, 
cold- and heat-resistant, and difficult to tear, such as, polypropylene, polyethylene, and the like. 

A certain number of coverings 6 and sleeves 3 are placed on a sales stand such that the coverings and the 
sleeves assume the shape of a truncated cone and that, viewed from the outside to the inside, a sleeve 
follows a covering. From die center of the stand, passing through the coverings and the sleeves, rises a bar 
supporting a base on which the flower pot 1 is placed. To wrap this flower pot and the plant it contains, the 
covering 6 located under it on the sales stand is pulled upward, which covering pulls along with it the sleeve 
3 which it contains. The covering 6 is raised until the sleeve 3 is well applied against the pot I, and 
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uniil the top of the covering 6 can be closed, if desired. After closing the covering 6, the wrapping of the pot 
1 and ihc plant 2 which it contains is complete. It was thus possible to avoid having to specifically position 
the sleeve 3 which was contained in the covering 6. Since the sleeve 3 is simply placed inside the covering 
6, the latter may be removed without the sleeve, which remains around the pot to cover the ugly appearance 
of its outside surface. 

SUMMARY 

The invention concerns a covering for flower pots, comprising a flared tube made of a transparent material, 
whose narrower end is suited to fit a flower pot, characterized primarily by the following major points, 
considered in isolation or in any possible combination thereof: 

1. Within the region of the narrow end of the tube, a sleeve, likewise flared and corresponding to the 
height of the flower pot to be wrapped and tending to open in a circle at least at its wider edge is added 
to cover the flower poL 

2. The sleeve, closed at its edge, is made of a relatively thin sheet, which, because of its inherent rigidity, 
tends to assume the shape of a truncated cone. 

3. The sleeve is made of a curved strip, of adequate rigidity, of which the two ends are joined to each 
other, in particular by fusing. 

4. The sleeve at least partially hides from view the outside surface of the flower pot, by its coloration, its 
decoration, or by both.
